In 1917, he says th e federal g o vern m en t got along 
W'lth $ 1,044,000,000. In 1918. th e revenue raised by t a x a ­ 
tion, irresp ective of th e sale of bonds w a s $ 3,925,000,000; 
In 1919, $ 4,108,000,000; in 1920, $ 5,737,000,000; in 1921, $ 4.- 
902,000,000; In 1922, $ 3,565,000,000. 
A t the sam e tim e th e 
go vern m ent d ebt increased fro m $ 1,000,000,000 to $ 27,- 
000,000,000, a n d to d ay sta n d s a t over $ 22,000,000,000. 
B ut W ash in g to n Is only one bran ch of the g o vern ­ 
m en t for w hich th e p eop le of A m erica a r e taxed.-ln 1913, 
Mr. H ead said, th e d ifferen t sta te s raised $ 386,000,000 
by taxatio n for sup p o rt of governm ent.

But the Burlington does not monop olize the manufactur­ 
ing and industrial life of the town. There is also the factory 
of the Havelock Highway Maintainer and the Patriot Motor 
works. 
It is in the shop s of the railroad that most men are em­ 
p loy ed. The whistle, morning and evening, controls the daily 
life of 15 00 men, workmen all. 
New equip ment to the ex tent of $35 0,000 has recently 
been installed in the shop s. Three wheel lathes, costing $50,- 
000 were p ut in.

The shop s are now the largest west of the Missouri riv er. 
Havelock is not a city that neglects p ublic imp rovements 
or the establishment of homes. There are a number of beau­ 
tiful Jiomes in Havelock and the town in general ex hibits the 
evidence of care in their building. 
There arb more than 1,000 children in the schools. The 
high school attendance numbers more than 200. There is St. 
Patrick’s p arochial school in addition to the p ublic schools.
